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Gavin Denies CÍA Link 


In Algeria Insurrection

PARIS (UPD—U.S. Ambasador 
James M. Gavin today denied 
flatly that agents of the Ameri­ 
can Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy were involved in the Algiers 
insurrection last week. 


Asked about allegations made 
to the effect that there had 
been intervention by t h e s e 
agents, Gavin told an Anglo- 
American press luncheon: 
“They are absolutely without 


foundation to the best of my 
knowledge, and I should know.” 
Informed sources said Gavin 
had checked with Central In­ 
telligence Agency officials in 
Paris before making his state­ 
ment. 


Gavin faced a lively question 
and answer session after the. 
luncheon and French foreign 
office spokesman Pierre Bar- 
aduc threatened to walk out 
of the room at the first ques­ 
tion. 
This asked the ambassador 


that ‘‘since the CIA now is of­ 
ficially admitted to have been 
involved . . . what is your com­ 
ment.” 


Gavin refused to entertain 
the question. When feelings 
were smoothed again, Gavin 
answered another question on 
the same subject but in a dif­ 
ferent form. 


Gavin said he could not recall 
a precendent for intervention 
in the internal affairs of anoth­ 
er country such as President 


John F. Kennedy’s message 
pledging aid to De Gaulle dur­ 
ing the crisis. 


A correspondent 
asked, 
“Have you asked the French 
for any evidence they might 
have that the CIA was in­ 
volved?” 


“ Why ask?” Gavin replied. 
“The CIA was not involved.” 
He said he knew “absolutely 
nothing” about any American 
message to insurgent leader

Gavin faced a lively question 
and answer session after the 
luncheon and French foreign 
office spokesman Pierre Bar- 
aduc threatened to walk out 
of the room at the first ques­ 
tion.

that “since the CIA now is of­ 
ficially admitted to have been 
involved . . . what is your com­ 
ment.” 


Gavin refused to entertain 
the question. When feelings 
w'ere smoothed again, Gavin 
answered another question on 
the same subject but in a dif­ 
ferent form.

Built to carr\r ammunition 
for the Navy, the barge has 
hauled wboat and barley from 
Petaluma to San Francisco and, 
most recently, was a “Noah s 
Ark” when it was the home of 
a great many stuffed animals. 
AT LOCUST STREET 
The barge lies at the foot of 
Locust Street in Sausalito and 
still has large “Bear Tracks” 
painted on the deck inside and 
big splashes of bright color 
painted on the outside. 
It will be the club’s first club­ 
house. Founded in 1949, for 
sailors with either sail or pow­ 
er boats, the 200-member club 
first met in a small shack own­ 
ed by the Madden and Lewis 
Boat Yard on the sandspit. 
Since 1956 club members have 
met in the IDESST Hall on 
Caledonia Street. 
The barge was used to haul 
ammunition at Mare Island dur­ 
ing World War II. It was ac­ 
quired by the Petaluma and 
Santa Rosa railroad in 1950 and 
used for several years to carry 
grain up and down the Peta­ 
luma River. The railroad built 


the deck house to protect the 
grain. 
Later the barge was leased to 
the 
Berkeley 
Transportation 
Co. for a time and used be­ 
tween San Francisco and Oak­ 
land and other poi nts. 
Then, for nine months in | 
1959, it was a children’s conces- j 
sion in San Francisco near Fish -1 
erm an’s Wharf containing the 
Biblical animals of Noah. This 
venture apparently failed finan­ 
cially and the barge was return­ 
ed to Petaluma where the cruis­ 
ing 
club discovered 
it 
and 
bought it for $500. 
SEEKS HOME 
It is 111 by 31 feet and has a 
deck house. It draws two feet 
of 
water. 
Club 
commodore 
Newton B. McCarthy said the 
club hopes to find a permanent 
home for the barge in the la­ 
goon at the foot of Bee Street. 
A four-foot model of the 
barge as it will appear when 
remodeled has been built by 
Russell H. Papenhausen of Sau­ 
salito, a former commodore. 
Plans call for a dining and 
dancing hall with glassed walls, 
a galley and a bar. There are to 
be two sun decks forward and 
floats built outboard on three 
sides to tie up boats.

WASHINGTON 
(IIPD—Retir­ 
ing President Robert Paxton of 
General Electric Co., testified 
today that he discovered price- 
fixing in G.E. at the height of 
the depression and violently op­ 
posed it. 
Paxton, now on leave of ab­ 
sence from the top G.E. post, 
told Senate investigators he 
was an enemy of price-fixing 
during his 36-year career with 
the firm. 
He will retire this 
month for poor health. 
FOUND OUT 
He said he found out about 
the price-fixing when he was a 
young G.E. engineer. He said 
that later, in the late 1940s, 
men serving under him had 
disobeyed his firm instructions 
not to meet with competitors 
to agree on prices for electrical 
equipment. 
The Scotland-born executive, 
responding quickly and pre­ 
cisely to questions asked by the 
Senate Anti-trust Subcommit­ 
tee, whipped out a pencil when 
asked to calculate his salary 
£st year. 
“The figure I come up with 
is roughly $330,000,” he re­ 
plied. 
Paxton said he first found 
out about price-fixing in the 
1930s when sent on a 3,000- 
mile trip to the west coast to 
lelp sell switch gear. 
Paxton said he came back 
to Philadelphia 
disappointed 
that he had not sold the ex­ 
pected quantity. 
But he said 
disappointment quickly turned 
to outrage when the sales man­ 
ager, Robert F. Tinnerholm, 
told him he wasn’t expected to 
sell a big order. 
’A WINK' 
“And he winked at me,” Pax­ 
ton recalled. 
Tinnerholm’s wink, he said, 
made him understand that “the 
cards had been stacked against 
me,” that G.E. had agreed with 
competitors not to bid low for 
the business. 
“I told him,” Paxton recalled, 
“that I would never have any­ 
thing to do with such monkey 
business. 
It was an outrage 
to send a G.E. salesman out to 
go through the motions. 
“I didn’t like it then and I 
don’t like it now.”

A Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict engineer asked the Sau­ 
salito City Council last night to 
go slow on pressing for a Ma­ 
rin access to Vista Point. 
The district, said engineer 
Arthur Jenkins, is interested in 
widening the north end of the 
bridge and is negotiating with 
the Army for a 20-foot strip of 
federal land for that purpose. 
To push for Vista Point access 
now “would only complicate 
matters,” he declared. 
M. A. Graham, president of 
the bridge district, told the 
council he favored rapid tran­ 
sit using the bridge if it can 
be proved feasible from engi­ 
neering and economic stand­ 
points and “practical and ne­ 
cessary and in the public in­ 
terest.” 


He said the bridge board is 
opposed to creation of a Golden 
Gate transportation commission 
to take over publicly owned 
toll bridges in the Bay Area 
because it 
would acquire the 
bridge district’s 20 million dol­ 
lars in reserves without a vote 
of the people. 
Jenkins said a Vista Point 
access road under the bridge 
approach, would have to be a 
military road and two laned, it 
would be costly to design, and 
traffic from the bridge north­ 
bound into Vista Point would 
conflict with traffic coming to 


the point from Marin. 
“It won’t be a state high­ 
way,” he said, “so who will do 
the job and who will pay for 
it?” 
Jenkins said he had never 
spoken to the Army about the 
matter. He also admitted, on 
questions 
from 
the council, 
that the district built the Sau­ 
salito lateral and connecting 
roads from the bridge to Park 
Presidio and the Marina in San 
Francisco. But he said these 
were not parallels to the pro­ 
posed Vista Point access. 
Mrs. Milton Kosmer, in the 
audience, 
asked 
Jenkins 
if 
there had been any thought to 
replacing the commute hooks 
with monthly or bi-monthly 
windshield 
stickers. 
Jenkins 
said this had been considered 
but it would be a problem be­ 
cause it would be a “permanent 
thing on the windshield.” 
Graham said, on leaving, he 
hoped the Vista Point access 
matter would be “corrected 
some time in the future; we 
have to deal with the Army en 
gineers first.”

Axel Jensen, president of the 
Shelbyville firm, wrote to FDA 
commissioner George P. Lar- 
rick: “We will cooperate in cor­ 
recting this problem as quickly 
as possible but wish to assure 
you that every effort is being 
made at our plant to remove 
any possibilities of a reoecur- 
ence of this situation.”

Remodeling River Barge 


The Sausalito Cruising Club 
plans to start work in about two 
weeks on remodeling of an old 
river barge into a floating club­ 
house. 
Built to carry ammunition 
for the Navy, the barge has 
hauled wheat and barley from 
Petaluma to San Francisco and, 
most recently, was a “Noah’s 
Ark” when it was the home of 
a great many stuffed animals. 
AT LOCUST STREET 
The barge lies at the foot of 
Locust Street in Sausalito and 
still has large “Bear Tracks” 
painted on the deck inside and 
big splashes of bright color 
painted on the outside. 
It will be the club’s first club- 
house. Founded in 1949, for 
sailors with either sail or pow­ 
er boats, the 200-member club 
first met in a small shack own­ 
ed by the Madden and Lewis 
Boat Yard on the sandspit. 
Since 1956 club members have 
met in the 1DESST Hall on 
Caledonia Street. 
The barge was used to haul 
ammunition at Mare Island dur­ 
ing World War II. It was ac­ 
quired by the Petaluma and 
Santa Rosa railroad in 1950 and 
used for several years to carry 
grain up and down the Peta­ 
luma River. The railroad built 


the deck house to protect the 
grain. 
Later the barge was leased to 
the 
Berkeley 
Transportation 
Co. for a time and used be­ 
tween San Francisco and Oak­ 
land and other points. 
Then, for nine months in 
1959, it was a children’s conces­ 
sion in San Francisco near Fish­ 
erman’s Wharf containing the 
Biblical animals of Noah. This 
venture apparently failed finan­ 
cially and the barge was return­ 
ed to Petaluma where the cruis­ 
ing club discovered it and 
bought it for $500. 
SEEKS HOME 
It is 111 by 31 feet and has a 
deck house. It draws two feet 
of 
water. 
Club 
commodore 
Newton B. McCarthy said the 
club hopes to find a permanent 
home for the barge in the la­ 
goon at the foot of Bee Street.

U.S. Chamber i 
Approves Laws 
On Antitrust 


WASHINGTON UP— The U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce today 
officially declared full support 
for the antitrust laws, repudi-j 
ated violations like the elecri- 
cal price - rigging conspiracy, 
and added an unofficial post-[ 
script: Labor should be brought 
under the same restraint. 


The unusual “statement on 
business ethics" was approved i 
by the chamber's 6 2 -member 
Board of Directors, at a closed 
meeting late yesterday. It was 
scheduled for presentation at 
today’s final business meeting 
of the 3,000 delegates attending 
the chamber's annual meeting 
here. 


The postscript was added by 
retiring President Arthur H. 
Motley. He did it in a letter 
to 
Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Luther H. Hodges, who had e x -! 
pressed 
hope 
the 
chamber 
would take leadership in for- i 
mulating a code of ethics for 
industry. 


Motley advised Hodges of the 
directors’ action, but added the 
warning 
that 
antitrust 
laws 
“should never be used as in- 
strumentalities for extending 
forms of government regula­ 
tion of business, or for the har­ 
assment of business."

“Too, it is of overriding im­ 
portance to recognize 
t h a t 
there are many forms of mo­ 
nopolistic and other improper 
practices by labor organizations 
which are not subject to re­ 
straints or remedies under an­ 
titrust laws," Motley said. 
“The serious consequences to 
the economy of such practices 
emphasize the need to subject 
them to appropriate legal con­ 
trols to protect the public in­ 
terest.”

Knew About, 
But Opposed 
Fixing: Paxton 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD—Retir­ 
ing President Robert Paxton of 
General Electric Co.. testified 
today that he discovered price- 
fixing in G.E. at the height of 
the depression and violently op­ 
posed it. 
Paxton, now on leave of ab­ 
sence from the top G.E. post, 
told Senate investigators he 
was an enemy of price-fixing 
during his 36-year career with 
the firm. 
He will retire this 
month for poor health. 
FOUND OUT 
He said he found out about 
the price-fixing when he was a 
>oung G.E. engineer. He said 
that later, in the late 1940s, 
men serving under him had 
disobeyed his firm instructions 
not to meet with competitors 
to agree on prices for electrical 
equipment. 
The Scotland-born executive, 
responding quickly and pre­ 
cisely to questions asked by the 
Senate Anti-trust Subcommit­ 
tee, whipped out a pencil when 
asked to calculate his salary 
lest year. 
“The figure I come up with 
is roughly $330,000,” he re­ 
plied. 
Paxton said he first found 
out about price-fixing in the 
1930s when sent on a 3,000- 
mile trip to the west coast to 
help sell switch gear. 
Paxton said he came back 
to Philadelphia disappointed 
that he had not sold the ex­ 
pected quantity. 
But he said 
disappointment quickly turned 
to outrage when the sales man­ 
ager, Robert F. Tinnerholm, 
told him he wasn’t expected to 
sell a big order. 
’A WINK* 
“And he winked at me,” Pax­ 
ton recalled. 
Tinnerholm’s wink, he said, 
made him understand that “the 
cards had been stacked against 
me,” that G.E. had agreed with 
competitors not to bid low for 
the business. 
“I told him,” Paxton recalled, 
“that I would never have any­ 
thing to do with such monkey 
business. 
It was an outrage 
to send a G.E. salesman out to 
go through the motions. 
“I didn’t like it then and I 
don’t like it now.”

Pressing Marin Vista Point Access 


A Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict engineer asked the Sau- 
salito City Council last night to 
go slow on pressing for a Ma­ 
rin access to Vista Point. 
The district, said engineer 
Arthur Jenkins, is interested in 
widening the north end of the 
bridge and is negotiating with 
the Army for a 20-foot strip of 
federal land for that purpose. 
To push for Vista Point access 
now “would only complicate 
matters,” he declared. 
M. A. Graham, president of 
the bridge district, told the 
council he favored rapid tran­ 
sit using the bridge if it can 
be proved feasible from engi­ 
neering and economic stand­ 
points and “practical and ne­ 
cessary and in the public in­ 
terest.” 
He said the bridge board is 
opposed to creation of a Golden 
Gate transportation commission 
to take over publicly owned 
toll bridges in the Bay Area 
because it 
would acquire the 
bridge district’s 20 million dol­ 
lars in reserves without a vote 
of the people. 
Jenkins said a Vista Point 
access road under the bridge 
approach, would have to be a 
military road and two laned, it 
would be costly to design, and 
traffic from the bridge north­ 
bound into Vista Point would 
conflict with traffic coming to 


the point from Marin. 
"It won’t be a state high­ 
way,” he said, “so who will do 
the job and who will pay for 
it?” 
Jenkins said he had never 
spoken to the Army about the 
matter. He also admitted, on 
questions from the council, 
that the district built the Sau- 
salito lateral and connecting 
roads from the bridge to Park 
Presidio and the Marina in San 
Francisco. But he said these 
were not parallels to the pro­ 
posed Vista Point access. 
Mrs. Milton Kosmer, in the 
audience, 
asked 
Jenkins 
if 
there had been any thought to 
replacing the commute books 
with monthly or bi-monthly 
windshield 
stickers. 
Jenkins 
said this had been considered 
but it would be a problem be­ 
cause it would be a “permanent 
thing on the windshield.” 
Graham said, on leaving, he 
hoped the Vista Point access 
matter would be “corrected 
some time in the future; we 
have to deal with the Army en­ 
gineers first.” 
The Sausalito council also: 
1. Heard a letter from the 
Army Engineers addressed to 
James W. Hailey, attorney for 
Ellis Lando of Lando Products 
Inc. saying that the engineers 
are not willing to grant a city 
road easement through federal 
property in Marinship. 


2. Heard a letter from Clyde 
Kilian which listed 50 Sausa- 
litans who use the Turney 
Street boat launching ramp. 
It had been suggested at a pre­ 
vious council meeting that the 
ramp was used only by out-of- 
town boaters.

directed building inspector Wil­ 
liam L. Hynes to ask removal 
of a sign “Portofino Yacht 
Harbor and Golden Gate Yacht

4. Appointed C o u n c ilmen 
Haward Sievers and Marjorie 
Brady to study a master street 
lighting program for Sausalito 
following a report from Mark 
Jensen of Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co. 
5. Adjourned to next Tues­ 
day.

Maker Takes 


Away Shadow 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The na­ 
tion’s largest manufacturer of 
cosmetic eye pencils has vol­ 
untarily stopped using certain 
coal tar colors, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration said 
today. 
Jensen’s Inc. of Shelbyville, 
Tenn., 
has notified the FDA 
that it has removed the colors 
from its plant. The firm has 
also asked 
its wholesale cus­ 
tomers to withdraw from trade 
channels immediately all eye 
brow and eye liner crayons con- 
taining the colors. 
During the past lew weeks, 
the FDA has seized several lots 
of eye pencils containing vari­ 
ous colors not authorized for 
use in the area of the eye. 
Several cosmetic firms have 
already recalled their outstand. 
ing stocks of eye makeup con­ 
taining such colors. 
Axel Jensen, president of the 
Shelbyville firm, wrote to FDA 
commissioner George P. Lar- 
rick: “We will cooperate in cor­ 
recting this problem as quickly 
as possible but wish to assure 
you that every effort is being 
made at our plant to remove 
any possibilities of a reoccur­ 
ence of this situation.”

U.S. Chamber 


Approves Laws 


On Antitrust 


WASHINGTON W—The U.S.1 
Chamber of Commerce today 
officially declared full support! 
for the antitrust laws, repudi­ 
ated violations like the elecri- 
cal price - rigging conspiracy, 
and added an unofficial post­ 
script: Labor should be brought 
under the same restraint. 


The unusual “statement on 
business ethics” was approved 
by the chamber’s 62-member 
Board of Directors, at a closed 
meeting late yesterday. It was 
scheduled for presentation at 
today’s final business meeting 
of the 3.000 delegates attending 
the chamber’s annual meeting 
here. 


The postscript was added by 
retiring President Arthur H. 
Motley. He did it in a letter 
to 
Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Luther H. Hodges, who had ex­ 
pressed 
hope 
the 
chamber 
would take leadership in for­ 
mulating a code of ethics for 
industry. 


Motley advised Hodges of the 
directors’ action, but added the | 
warning that 
antitrust 
laws 
“should never be used as in­ 
strumentalities for extending 
forms of government regula­ 
tion of business, or for the har­ 
assment of business.” 


“Too, it is of overriding im­ 
portance to recognize t h a t 
there are many forms of mo­ 
nopolistic and other improper 
practices by labor organizations 
which are not subject to re­ 
straints or remedies under an­ 
titrust laws,” Motley said. 
“The serious consequences to 
the economy of such practices 
emphasize the need to subject 
them to appropriate legal con­ 
trols to protect the public in­ 
terest.”

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Shrimp Recipe Handed Down 
From Fine Southern Cooks 


Talk to an English cook about 
favorite British dishes and you 
are likely to hear about pot­ 
ted meat or fish. 
Generations ago some of our 
fine southern cooks adopted 
one 
of 
these 
d ish e s-p o tte d 
shrimp— and made it their own. 
Recipes for it have been hand­ 
ed down in southern families 
ever since. 
We find rules for 
potted shrimp or shrimp paste, 
as it is often called here, in 
regional cook books from Sa­ 
vannah, Charleston and New 
Orleans. 
These southern recipes may 
stein from England’s Mrs. Bee 
ton whose cook hooks were cer­ 
tainly known to many 19th cen­ 
tury 
American 
women. 
Or 
they may come from French 
forebears because Mrs. Beet on 
acknowledged that her recipe 
for potted shrimp was adopted 
from France’s terrine de cre- 
vettes. 
The name of this dish exact­ 
ly describes tho way it is made, 
seasoned shrimp and butter are 
turned into a small earthen­ 
ware pot and covered with ex ­ 
tra melted (or clarified) butter 
to exclude tho air. 
Canned shrimp, we find, arc 
perfect to use in the following 
recipe because of their texture 
— they can be lifted out whole 
rind spread or they can be bro­ 
ken 
up 
easily 
as 
they 
are 
served. 
The 
British 
are 
likely 
to 
serve potted shrimp on toast 
at teatime. 
Americans usual­ 
ly offer it as an hors d’oeuvre 
with crackers before a meal; 
it’s a fine go-along for tomato 
juice. 
POTTED SHRIMP 
2 cans (4Vi ounces each) 
shrimp. 
1 cup butter 
1 teaspon mace 


*2 teaspoon white pepper 


1 1 teaspoon cayenne 
Drain shrimp; rinse in cold 
water and drain again 
Melt 1 1 
cup of the butter; mix in mace, 
pepper 
and 
cayenne. 
Add 


shrimp and cook gently for a 
minute or two. stirring care­ 
fully so as not to break up! 
shrimp. Turn into a small deep 
attractive earthenware contain* 
er. 
Clarify the remaining a i 
cup butter by heating it gently 
in a small saucepan until it 
foams; quickly skim oft the, 
foam and pour the clear butter 
over the shrimp; do not add 
any of the white residue at 
the bottom of the saucepan. Re-; 
frigerate to allow butter to set 
Before serving, 
let. stand at, 
room temperature until butter 
is slightly soft— .1 hour or more 
Serve in the container as a 
spread. 
Makes about 2 cups. 


Note: The shrimp should all 
be covered by the clarified but­ 
ter; you may have to mash 
them down a bit to do so. 
If 
you have an earthenware con­ 
tainer whose top is somewhat 
sm aller than its bottom, you 
may find it convenient to use. 


Southern recipes for shrimp 
paste vary in their seasonings. 
Mrs. 
Bceton 
used 
mace and 
cayenne, as does the above re 
cipc, but she noted that a little 
nutm eg could be added “when 
liked.” Some Charleston cooks 
omit the mace and add nutmeg 
and celery salt. 
A Savannah 
cook 
comments 
that 
shrimp 
paste tastes delicious with to­ 
mato salad.

It’s easy for Mom to make, it’s 
nutritious «and popular. 


Once upon a time a cobbler, 
according to Webster, was “a 
deep-dish fruit pie with a thick 
upper crust.” Although the dic­ 
tionary doesn’t say so. the fruit 
w'as most often apples or blue­ 
berries. 
Like everything else, eating 
ways change. Modern cobblers 
have less crust than the old- 
time versions of this dessert— 
due, maybe, to weight-watchers 
Then, too, wo re likely to call 
upon 
convenient 
pantryshelf 
fruits wfien we coneoct them. 


That’s just what we did when 
we used canned Bartlett pears 
in the following recipe, and all 
our tasters approved. The pas­ 
try— really a drop shortcake— 
atop the pears holds a delight­ 
ful surprise.

H I V I N G 
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Shrimp Recipe Handed Down 
From Fine Southern Cooks 


Talk to an English cook about 
favorite British dishes and you 
are likely to hear about pot­ 
ted meat or fish. 
Generations ago some of our 
fine southern co ols adopted 
one 
of 
these 
dishes— potted 
shrimp— and made it their own 
Recipes for it have been hand­ 
ed down in southern families 
ever since. 
We find rules for 
potted shrimp or shrimp paste, 
as it is often called here, in 
regional cook books from Sa­ 
vannah, Charleston and New 
Orleans. 
These southern recipes may 
stem from England’s Mrs. Bee- 
ton whose cook hooks were cer­ 
tainly known to many 19th cen­ 
tury 
American 
women. 
Or 
they may come from French 
forebears because Mrs. Beet on 
acknowledged that her recipe 
for potted shrimp was adopted 
from Frances terrine do cre- 
vettes. 
The name of this dish exact­ 
ly describes the way it is made, 
seasoned shrimp and butter are 
turned into a small earthen­ 
ware pot and covered with ex­ 
tra melted (or clarified) butter 
to exclude the air. 
Canned shrimp, we find, are 
perfect to use in the following 
recipe because of their texture 
— they can be lifted out whole 
and spread or they can be bro­ 
ken 
up 
easily 
as 
they 
are 
served. 
The 
British 
are 
likely 
to 
serve potted shrimp on toast 
at toatinie. 
Americans usual­ 
ly offer it as an hors d'oeuvre 
with crackers before a meal; 
it’s a fine go-along for tomato 
juice. 
POTTED SHRIMP 
2 cans ( 4 4 ounces each) 
shrimp. 
1 cup butter 
1 teaspon mace 
' a teaspoon white pepper 
4 teaspoon cayenne 
Drain shrimp; rinse in cold 
water and drain again. Melt 1 1 
cup of the butter; mix in mace, 
pepper 
snd 
cayenne. 
Add 


shrimp and cook gently for a 
minute or two, stirring care­ 
fully so as not to break up 
shrimp. Turn into a small deep 
attractive earthenware contain­ 
er. 
Clarify the remaining -"Vi 
cup butter by heating it gently 
in a small saucepan until it 
foams; quickly skim oft the 
foam and pour the clear butter 
over the shrimp; do not add 
any of the white residue at 
the bottom of the saujepan. Re­ 
frigerate to allow butter to set 
before serving, let stand at 
room temperature until butter 
is slightly soft— 1 hour or more. 
Serve in the container as a 
spread. 
Makes about 2 cups. 
Note: The shrimp should all 
be covered by the clarified but­ 
ter; you may have to mash 
them down a bit to do so. 
If 
you have an earthenware con­ 
tainer whose top is somewhat 
smaller than its bottom, you 
may find it convenient to use. 
Southern recipes for shrimp 
paste vary in their seasonings. 
Mrs. 
Beeton used 
mace and 
cayenne, as does the above re 
cipe, but she noted that a little 
nutmeg could he added “when 
liked.” 
Some Charleston cooks 
omit the mace and add nutmeg 
and celery salt. 
A Savannah 
cook 
comments 
that 
shrimp 
paste tastes delicious with to­ 
mato salad.

Eating Habits 
Change Our 
Cobblers

Typically American is the 
family dessert called a cobbler. 
It’s easy for Mom to make, it’s 
nutritious and popular. 
Once upon a time a cobbler, 
according to Webster, was “a 
decp-dish fruit pie with a thick 
upper crust.” Although the dic­ 
tionary doesn’t say so, the fruit 
was most often apples or blue­ 
berries. 
Like everything else, eating 
ways change. Modern cobblers 
have less crust than the old- 
time versions of this dessert— 
due, maybe, to weight-watchers. 
Then, too, w e’re likely to call 
upon 
convenient 
pantryshelf 
frtiTTs wficn we concoct them. 
That’s just w’hat we did when 
we used canned Bartlett pears 
in the following recipe, and all 
our tasters approved. The pas­ 
try— really a drop shortcake— 
alop the pears holds a delight­ 
ful surprise. Try this cobbler 
and sec for yourself. 


PEAR COBBLER 
Í can (1 pound, 13 ounces) 
Bartlett 
pear 
halves 
in 
heavy or extra heavy syrup 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 tablespoon sugar 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Topping 
Drain pears and place in a 2 
quart baking dish — about 8 
inches 
across 
and 
3 
inches 
deep. In a saucepan mix togeth 
er the cornstarch, sugar and 
cinnamon; gradually add the 
pear 
syrup, 
stirring 
until 
smooth: simmer, stirring con­ 
stantly. until clear and thicken­ 
ed. Stir in lemon juice. 
Pour 
this hot sauce over the pears. 
Place in hot (425 degrees) oven 
until bubbling hot — about 15 
minutes. Remove from oven; 
at once drop a spoonful of the 
topping on each pear half, it 
doesn’t matter if the hot syrup 
comes slightly over some of 
the pears. Return at once to 
425-degree oven and hake un­ 
til topping is lightly browned— 
about 1R minutes. Serve warm 
with cream. Makes fi or 7 serv­ 
ings. 


PEAR COBBLER TOPPING 
1 cup sifted flour 
1 4 teaspoons baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
1 tablespoon sugar 
3 tahlespoons shortening 
4 cup flaked coconut 
4 cup milk (about) 
Sift together the flour, bak­ 
ing powder, salt and sugar; cut 
in shortening; stir in coconut 
and enough milk to make drop- 
dough consistency. 


4 cup crushed English toffee 
Raked 9-inch graham-cracker 
shell 
Soften gelatin in water. Add 
sugar and salt to egg; stir in a 
little hot milk; combine with 
remaining milk. Cook and stir 
over hot water until mixture 
thickens slightly and coats a 
silver spoon 
Add softened gel 
atin; stir to dissolve 
Stir in 
sherry. Cool until slightly thick­ 
ened, Meanwhile prepare des­ 
sert topping according to pack­ 
age directions; chill; fold with 
toffee into thickened gelatin 
Chill briefly, u n t i l mixture 
mounds; turn into cooled shell 
Chill until firm—two hours.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Kennedy Might Talk With 
Press Before Curbing It 


The Kennedy administration is lash­ 
ing out at the pi ess in its frustration 
over Cuba. 
President Kennedy was fairly re­ 
strained in his address to the nation’s 
publishers in New Vork last week. He 
posed the complex problem of how to 
inform the American public about what 
is going on, but at the same time not 
informing our enemies of things they 
shouldn’t know. 
He called upon the publishers to ask 
themselves two questions—Is it news? 
and Is it in the national interest?— 
before printing a story. He infuriated 
some of the publishers by implying they 
never did so consider their nation. 


In Washington the day before, how­ 
ever, another administration spokesman 
hadn’t been so restrained. 
He told a 
group of 400 newsmen attending a 
foreign policy briefing that the press 
must take responsibility for the Cuban 
disaster. He called some of the stories 
which were written about preparations 
for the invasion not in the country’s 
interest, and said that many of them 
were irresponsible. 


He admitted, however, that the gov­ 
ernment at no time took the press into 
its confidence about what was going 
on nor had it asked newspapers to re­ 
frain from publishing news about the 
invasion plans. It's impossible to keep 


a secret if you don’t know what the 
secret is. 
At the same briefing, the President 
spoke too. His speech, it was announced 
as he approached the podium, would be 
“ off the record.” 
That means to the 
responsible American press that if they 
want to stay and listen to what he has 
to say, they can’t write stories about it. 
Usually it is used to let the newsmen 
in on something planned or about to 
happen so that when it does, they will 
have background for the event. 
This time, 
however, 
besides the 
American press at the briefing, there 
also were the accredited representatives 
of Russia’s Tass news agency, the Hun­ 
garian Press Bureau, and other foreign 
newsmen on duty in Washington. 
“ Off the record’’ meant in this case 
then, that all the rest of the world is 
allowed to know what the President 
said at the foreign policy briefing, but 
the American public is not. 
Nothing 
he said should have been kept from 
anyone. 
These events point up one obvious 
fact—President Kennedy doesn’t under­ 
stand the American press nor how it 
works. 
Instead of consulting with his 
family, Harvard friends or Stevenson’s 
law partners, why doesn't he consult 
with some newspaper people? 
We’re 
sure they would consult with him— 
newsmen talk to anybody.

Visiting Doctor 
Blisters Medics 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
As a visiting physician in 
your country, may I comment 
on your report concerning the 
resignation 
of 
Dr. 
Paul 
O’Rourke from the Imperial 
County Health Department? 
Apparently he was forced to 
resign because he has openly 
expressed support for govern­ 
ment aid in public health 
care, and because his wife, as 
a Quaker, refused to salute 
the U. S. Hag. 
His resignation was acceler­ 
ated and precipitated by the 
accusations and personal at­ 
tacks of Dr. W’arren Bostick 
of San Rafael. 
Like Dr. O’Rourke. Dr. Bos­ 
tick is entitled to his views 
and to propagate them. What 
is deplorable is that he uses 
his political power to assault 
and hound a competent physi­ 
cian merely because he dif­ 
fers in his social and political 
viewpoint. I am sure that Dr. 
Bostick will not be insulted 
by the obvious comparison 
with McCarthy, but it should 
be emphasized that the at­ 
tempt to crush opposition by 
the threat of unemployment 
and insecurity is a character­ 
istic of totalitarian regimes. 
Dr Bostick and his allies 
in county medical associations 
can 
handicap the 
medical 
practice of liberal-minded doc­ 
tors by preventing access to 
hospital facilities aid to path­ 
ological services, and by con­ 
trolling the tenancies of medi­ 
cal offices. Thus, if now Dr. 
O'Rourke tries to re-enter 
private practice, the County 
Medical Association can cause 
difficulties and frustrations 
at every turn; there is no rea­ 
son to suppose they will not 
do so. 
An equally horrifying as­ 
pect of this story is that the 
Imperial County supervisors 
should comply under pressure 
from Dr. Bostick and the 
county medical association. 
The chairman of the super­ 
visors has stated their policy: 
let injustice be done, provid­ 


ed we avoid controversy. It is 
to be hoped tha<t such a con­ 
troversy will ensue that the 
supervisors will be disrupted 
more than the unfortunate 
disruption of medical services 
in Imperial County. 
As an alien, I may be con­ 
sidered guilty of bad manners 
in stating this criticism. I do 
so for two reasons. Firstly be­ 
cause although many of my 
American medical colleagues 
have 
expressed 
agreement 
with me, they know that if 
they do so publicly they will 
jeopardize their employment 
and careers. I would not have 
believed this possible before 
1 visited the United States, 
but the case of Dr. O’Rourke 
shows how true this is. Open 
critics of the American Medi­ 
cal Association and its policies 
may be forced from their em­ 
ployment by the attacks of Dr. 
Bostick and his friends. For­ 
tunately I am in a safer posi­ 
tion, and if he writes a lettejr 
to the British Medical Asso­ 
ciation about me, I am sure it 
will be counted to my credit. 
Secondly, this is an issue of 
such importance both to the 
American medical profession 
and to the American public 
that good manners are of sec­ 
ondary importance. The image 
of the American way of life 
is judged abroad by such epi­ 
sodes as this, and judged to 
its detriment. It illustrates 
why the American Medical As­ 
sociation is the despair of so 
many American doctors, and 
the 
ridicule of 
their 
col­ 
leagues abroad.

A Letter To 
The President

I have just mailed the fol­ 
lowing letter to President 
Kennedy: 


HON. JOHN F. KENNEDY, 
President of the United States 
The White House 
Washington, D. C. 


A few days ago. you as­ 
sumed personal responsibility 
for our financing, training 
and arming our invasion of an 
independent n a t i o n w i t h 
which we are at peace. 
But 
the responsibility is not yours 
alone: a portion of it must be 
borne by every American citi­ 
zen. 
The least I can do, in 
good conscience, is write you 
my protest now. 
Until your admission 
of 
guilt (your guilt and mine) it 
seemed clear to me that our 
U. S. attorney general’s office 
should indict every American 
resident directly involved, for 
• criminal conspiracy and for 
fraudulent 
misappropriation 
of federal funds. Now, at the 
least, we can do two things: 
1. Remove from positions 
of influence and responsibility 
those whose advice and overt 
actions are so clearly opposed 
to the “ Good Neighbor” policy 
nobly restated by you months 
ago. 
2. Develop, as expiation for 
our acts, a substantial and 
well-p 1 a n n e d non-military, 
non-political p r o g r a m of 
grants and technical assist­ 
ance for Cuba—without seek­ 
ing financial rewards in turn. 
So far, no one in your ad­ 
ministration has questioned 
our right to do what we did. 
The only question raised is 
one of timing, of failure to 
succeed. 
I realize much of 
this international immorality 
was inherited from the two 
p r e c e d i n g administra­ 
tions, but some of us hoped 
yours would mean a change 
for the bbtter. For this action 
by officials of our government 
was wrong, utterly wrong, 
whether it 
failed 
or suc­ 
ceeded. 
I am particularly concerned 
because I voted FOR you last 
fall. 
In a democracy, I must 
therefore accept some respon. 
sibility for your acts. If this 
is typical of your leadership 
in foreign affairs, t h e n re­ 
sponsible citizens must oppose 
your re-election in 1964.

Issue On China Is U.N. Credentials 


And Whether Red China Wants In 


“ A man who is proud of 
his righteousness probably 
has very little of it.” 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
In order to understand what 
Red China’s admission to the 
U.N. really involves we must 
fix these facts in mind: 
As a political entity, For­ 
mosa is not a member of the 
UN., but rather the Chiang 
Kai-shek government on For­ 
mosa is accepted as represent, 
ing the Republic of China. 
All that is needed is a two- 
thirds vote of the General As­ 
sembly to accept the creden­ 
tials of Peking as the govern­ 
ment of the 
Republic of 
China. 
The consequence of this ac­ 
tion would be to make Red 
China a permanent member 
of the Security Council and a 
member of the General As­ 
sembly and remove the repre­ 
sentation of Chiang Kai-shek. 


THE ISSUE to be voted on 
is one of credentials, not of 
membership, since the Repub­ 
lic of China has been a mem­ 
ber of the U.N. from the start. 
Formosa is not a member of 
the United Nations and would 
have to be voted into the U.N. 
by separate action. 
Immediately the question 
arises: Could the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly, if it accepted 
the credentials of Red China 
instead of those of C h i a n g 
Kai-shek, also vote Formosa 
into the U.N.? 
The answer is that it would 
be very difficult, probably im­ 
possible. For example, if the 
U.N. first voted to accredit 
Peking as the government of 
China, Peking would then be 
a permanent member of the 
Security Council and in a posi. 
ition to veto Formosa's mem­ 
bership. 


THEORETICALLY the U.N. 
could attempt to deal with 
Formosa first before accept; 
ing Red China in the Security 
Council. But, since the Soviet 
Union would also havt, a veto 
power over Formosa’s mem­ 
bership, there is every likeli­ 
hood that the Soviets would 
use their veto in behalf of Red 
China. Moscow would almost 
certainly go along with Peking 
on the Formosa question. 
The Chinese Communists 
have said again and a g a i n 
they would not accept any ar­ 
rangement granting Formosa 


legal independence from the 
mainland. The most the U.N. 
could do would be to super­ 
vise free elections by which 
the Formosans could deter­ 
mine their own allegiance. 
But this would probably )>e 
unacceptable 
to both 
Red 
China and Chiang Kai-shek. 


This would seem to make a 
two-China policy quite unat­ 
tainable even if the Assembly 
voted for it. 
The arguments for Red 
China’s membership run like 
this; 
____ 
1. That it would recognize 
reality since the Communists 
are the de facto government 
on the mainland. 
2. That universality is the 
essence of the U.N. 
3. That it would be better 
to deal with the ('hiñese Com- 
munists regularly face-to-face 
in the forum of the world or­ 
ganization. 


BUT THERE IS one ques­ 
tion to which the advocates of 
Red China membership have 
no answer. Does Peking really 
want to be in the U.N.? The 
C h i n e s e Communists have 
never sought membership or 
said they would accept mem­ 
bership. They would certainly 
reject any offer which denied 
their title to Formosa. 
The United S,tates—and I 
think rightly—shows no sign 
of changing its position on 
Red China’s admission. As 
long as the Communists con­ 
tinue to use force a g a i n s t 
their neighbors as in Korea, 
Tibet, Vietnam, and Laos, 
they ought not to be given the 
cloak of the U.N. 


BUT THE U.S. has nothing 
to gain and much to lose by 
standing out against debating 
the issue at the U.N., since, so 
far, the issue before the As­ 
sembly has not been whether 
Red China should be admitted 
but whether the matter should 
be debated. 
When the 99 members of 
the U.N. realize that the only 
way to take in Red China is to 
leave out Formosa, they may 
have second thoughts. 
Why should the U.N. turn 
its back on the 11,000,000 peo­ 
ple of Formosa?

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Kennedy Might Talk With 
Press Before Curbing It 


The Kennedy administration is lash­ 
ing out at the press in its frustration 
over Cuba. 
President Kennedy was fairly re­ 
strained in his address to the nation’s 
publishers in New York last week. He 
posed the complex problem of how to 
inform the American public about what 
is going on, but at the same time not 
informing our enemies of things they 
shouldn’t know. 
He called upon the publishers to ask 
themselves two questions— Is it news? 
and Is it in the national interest?— 
before printing a story. 
He infuriated 
some of the publishers by implying they 
never did so consider their nation. 


In Washington the day before, how­ 
ever, another administration spokesman 
hadn’t been so restrained. 
He told a 
group of 400 newsmen attending a 
foreign policy briefing that the press 
must take responsibility for the Cuban 
disaster. He called some of the stories 
which were written about preparations 
for the invasion not in the country’s 
interest, and said that many of them 
were irresponsible. 


He admitted, however, that the gov­ 
ernment at no time took the press into 
its confidence about what was going 
on nor had it asked newspapers to re­ 
frain from publishing news about the 
invasion plans. 
It’s impossible to keep 


a secret if you don’t know what the 
secret is. 
At the same briefing, the President 
spoke too. His speech, it was announced 
as he approached the podium, would be 
“off the record.” 
That means to the 
responsible American press that if they 
want to stay and listen to what he has 
to say, they can’t write stories about it. 
Usually it is used to let the newsmen 
in on something planned or about to 
happen so that when it does, they will 
have background for the event. 
This 
time, 
however, 
besides 
the 
American press at the briefing, there 
also were the accredited representatives 
of Russia’s Tass news agency, the Hun­ 
garian Press Bureau, and other foreign 
newsmen on duty in Washington. 
“Off the record” meant in this case 
then, that all the rest of the world is 
allowed to know what the President 
said at the foreign policy briefing, but 
the American public is not. 
Nothing 
he said should have been kept from 
anyone. 
These events point up one obvious 
fact—President Kennedy doesn’t under­ 
stand the American press nor how it 
works. 
Instead of consulting with his 
family, Harvard friends or Stevenson’s 
law partners, why doesn’t he consult 
with some newspaper people? 
We’re 
sure they would consult with him— 
newsmen talk to anybody.

Visiting Doctor 
Blisters Medics 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
As a visiting physician in 
your country, may I comment 
on your report concerning the 
resignation 
of 
Dr. 
Paul 
O’Rourke from the Imperial 
County Health Department? 
Apparently he was forced to 
resign because he has openly 
expressed support for govern­ 
ment aid in public health 
care, and because his wife, as 
a Quaker, refused to salute 
the U. S. flag. 
His resignation was acceler­ 
ated and precipitated by the 
accusations and personal at­ 
tacks of Dr. W arren Bostick 
of San Rafael. 
Like Dr. O’Rourke. Dr. Bos­ 
tick is entitled to his views 
and to propagate them. What 
is deplorable is that he uses 
his political power to assault 
and hound a competent physi­ 
cian merely because he dif­ 
fers in his social and political 
viewpoint. I am sure that Dr. 
Bostick will not be insulted 
by the obvious comparison 
with McCarthy, but it should 
be emphasized that the at­ 
tempt to crush opposition by 
the threat of unemployment 
and insecurity is a character­ 
istic of totalitarian regimes. 
Dr. Bostick and his allies 
in county medical associations 
car 
handicap 
the 
medical 
practice of liberal-minded doc­ 
tors by preventing access to 
hospital facilities and to path­ 
ological services, and by con­ 
trolling the tenancies of medi­ 
cal offices. Thus, if now Dr. 
O’Rourke tries to re-enter 
private practice, the County 
Medical Association can cause 
difficulties and frustrations 
at every turn; there is no rea­ 
son to suppose they will not 
do so. 
An equally horrifying as­ 
pect of this story is that the 
Imperial County supervisors 
should comply under pressure 
from Dr. Bostick and the 
county 
medical 
association. 
The chairman of the super­ 
visors has stated their policy; 
let injustice be done, provid­ 


ed we avoid controversy. It is 
to be hoped that such a con­ 
troversy will ensue that the 
supervisors will be disrupted 
more than the unfortunate 
disruption of medical services 
in Imperial County. 
As an alien, I may be con­ 
sidered guilty of bad manners 
in stating this criticism. I do 
so for two reasons. Firstly be­ 
cause although many of my 
American medical colleagues 
have 
expressed 
agreement 
with me, they know that if 
they do so publicly they will 
jeopardize their employment 
and careers. I would not have 
believed this possible before 
1 visited the United States, 
but the case of Dr. O’Rourke 
shows how true this is. Open 
critics of the American Medi­ 
cal Association and its policies 
may be forced from their em­ 
ployment by the attacks of Dr. 
Bostick and his friends. For­ 
tunately I am in a safer posi­ 
tion, and if he wTites a lettej; 
to the British Medical Asso­ 
ciation about me, I am sure it 
will be counted to my credit. 
Secondly, this is an issue of 
such importance both to the 
American medical profession 
and to the American public 
that good manners are of sec­ 
ondary importance. The image 
of the American way of life 
is judged abroad by such epi­ 
sodes as this, and judged to 
its detriment. It illustrates 
wTiy the American Medical As­ 
sociation is the despair of so 
many American doctors, and 
the 
ridicule of 
their 
col­ 
leagues abroad.

I have just mailed the fol­

A few days ago, you as­ 
sumed personal responsibility 
for our financing, training 
and arming our invasion of an 
independent n a t i o n w i t h 
which we are at peace.

1. Remove from positions 
of influence and responsibility 
those whose advice and overt 
actions are so clearly opposed 
to the “Good Neighbor” policy 
nobly restated by you months 
ago. 
2. Develop, as expiation for 
our acts, a substantial and 
well-p 1 a n n e d non-military, 
non-political p r o g r a m of 
grants and technical assist­ 
ance for Cuba—without seek­ 
ing financial rewards in turn. 
So far, no one in your ad­ 
ministration has questioned 
our right to do what we did. 
The only question raised is 
one of timing, of failure to 
succeed. 
I realize much cf 
this international immorality 
was inherited from the two 
p r e c e d i n g administra­ 
tions, but some of us hoped 
yours would mean a change 
for the bfctter. For this action 
by officials of our government 
was wrong, utterly wrong, 
whether 
it 
failed 
or suc­ 
ceeded. 
I am particularly concerned 
because I voted FOR you last 
fall. 
In a democracy, I must 
therefore accept some respon. 
sibility for your acts. 
If this 
is typical of your leadership 
in foreign affairs, t h e n re­ 
sponsible citizens must oppose 
your re-election in 1964.

Issue On China Is U.N. Credentials 


And Whether Red China Wants In 


“A man who is proud of 
his righteousness probably 
has very little of it.” 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
In order to understand what 
Red China’s admission to the 
U.N. really involves we must 
fix these facts in mind: 
As a political entity, For­ 
mosa is not a member of the 
U.N., but rather the Chiang 
Kai-shek government on For­ 
mosa is accepted as represent, 
ing the Republic of China. 
AH that is needed is a two- 
thirds vote of the General As­ 
sembly to accept the creden­ 
tials of Peking as the govern­ 
ment 
of the 
Republic 
of 
China. 
The consequence of this ac­ 
tion would be to make Red 
China a permanent member 
of the Security Council and a 
member of the General As­ 
sembly and remove the repre­ 
sentation of Chiang Kai-shek. 


THE ISSUE to be voted on 
is one of credentials, not of 
membership, since the Repub­ 
lic of China has been a mem­ 
ber of the U.N. from the start. 
Formosa is not a member of 
the United Nations and would 
have to be voted into the U N. 
by separate action. 
Immediately the question 
arises: Could the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly, if it accepted 
the credentials of Red China 
instead of those of C h i a n g 
Kai-shek, also vote Formosa 
into the U.N.? 
The answer is that it would 
be very difficult, probably im­ 
possible. For example, if the 
U.N. first voted to accredit 
Peking as the government of 
China, Peking would then be 
a perm anent member of the 
Security Council and in a posi. 
ition to veto Formosa's mem­ 
bership. 


THEORETICALLY the U N. 
could attem pt to deal with 
Formosa first before accept; 
ing Red China in the Security 
Council. But, since the Soviet 
Union would also have a veto 
power over Formosa's mem­ 
bership, there ii every likeli­ 
hood that the Soviets would 
use their veto in behalf of Red 
China. Moscow would almost 
certainly go along with Peking 
on the Formosa question. 
The Chinese Communists 
have said again and a g a i n 
they would not accept any ar­ 
rangem ent granting Formosa 


legal independence from the 
mainland. The most the U.N. 
could do would be to super­ 
vise free elections by which 
the Formosans could deter­ 
mine their own allegiance. 
But this would probably be 
unacceptable 
to 
both 
Red 
China and Chiang Kai-shek. 


This would seem to make a 
two-China policy quite unat­ 
tainable even if the Assembly 
voted for it. 
The arguments 
for Red 
China’s membership run like 
this: 
-j____' 
1. That it would recognize 
reality since the Communists 
are the de facto government 
on the mainland. 
2. That universality Is the 
essence of the U.N. 
3. That it would be better 
to deal with the Chinese Com­ 
munists regularly face-to-face 
in the forum of the world or­ 
ganization. 


BUT THERE IS one ques­ 
tion to which the advocates of 
Red China membership have 
no answer. Does Peking really 
want to be in the U.N.? The 
C h i n e s e Communists have 
never sought membership or 
said they would accept mem­ 
bership. They would certainly 
reject any offer which denied 
their title to Formosa. 
The United States—and I 
think rightly—shows no sign 
of changing Its position on 
Red China’s admission. As 
long as the Communists con­ 
tinue to use force a g a i n s t 
their neighbors as in Korea, 
Tibet, Vietnam, 
and Laos, 
they ought not to be given the 
cloak of the U.N. 


BUT THE U.S. has nothing 
to gain and much to lose by 
standing out against debating 
the issue at the U.N., since, so 
far, the issue before the As­ 
sembly has not been whether 
lied China should be admitted 
but whether the m atter should 
be debated. 
When the 99 members of 
the U.N. realize that the only 
way to take in Red China is to 
leave out Formosa, they may 
have second thoughts. 
Why should the U.N. turn 
its back on the 11,000,000 pco- 
pie of Formosa?

NEW YORK (UPD-The Na­ 
tional Council on Alcoholism 
has launched a drive to tell 
more people about the evils of 
drinking. 
A non-profit health agency 
specializing in research^ educa­ 
tion and information regarding 
the disease of alcoholism, the 
NT A hopes eventually to have 
an affiliate with an alcoholism 
information center in every' 
community of 25.000 popula­ 
tion and over. It now has 64 
full affiliates in major com­ 
munities throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Sparking the drive is R. 
Brinkley S m i t h e r s , NCA 
president, who estimates the 
United States has more than 
6 
million 
alcoholics, 
the 
greatest number of any na­ 
tion in the western world. 


“ The most recent estimates, 
both governmental and private, 
show alcoholism costing this 
nation some 36 million work 
days per year,” Smithers said. 
“ The 2 million alcoholics in in­ 
dustry are costing our econ­ 
omy at least a billion dollars 
per year. 
“ In addition there are mil­ 
lions of a b n o r m a l l y heavy 
drinkers 
who drag through 
millions of unproductive hang­ 
over days as “ half men” — a 
term applied to them by the 
Yale Center of Alcohol Studies. 
“ From these latter millions 


come tomorrow's full-blown al­ 
coholics." 
The NCA centers last year 
received more than 50,000 
inquiries related to problem 
drinking. Some were from 
alcoholics themselves; others 
ramp from members of their 
immediate 
families 
w h o 
sought help for thrir loved 
ones. 
NCA was founded 17 years 
ago by Mrs. Marty Mann, a re­ 
covered alcoholic and a career 
woman in the advertising and 
public relations fields. For the 
I first few' years, it was part of 
the Yale Center of Alcohol 
Studies, becoming a national, 
voluntary' agency in 1949. 
“ NCA is not a ‘dry’ or ‘wet’ 
organization." 
according 
to 
Mrs. Mann. “ We are not inter­ 
ested in social dnnking. but 
see’; only to help those afflict­ 
ed with the disease of alcohol­ 
ism."

That’s about $75, so that leaves 
me a cool $22 to get home on 
. . . 1 don’t know what to do 
now. I could go back to Lima 
and catch a tuna boat home . . 
I guess I’ll just wait and see 
what happens in Pucalpa . . . 
We haven’t paid the driver 
yet, so we decided to tell him 
the 2.000 soles that was stolen 
was all the money we had. It 
was all my money, so Larry 
and Frank are still all right. 
March 23—Today we're sit­ 
ting under a triick in the rain, 
down at the docks (in Pucalpa). 
I’ve decided to go on to Brazil 
We decided to try the same 
svory with the captain of a 
small boat to Iquitos.

“In addition there are mil­ 
lions of a b n o r m a l l y heavy 
drinkers 
who 
drag 
through 
millions of unproductive hang­ 
over days as “ half m en” — a 
term applied to them by the 
Yale Center of Alcohol Studies. 
“From these latter millions 


come tomorrow s full-blown al­ 
coholics.” 
The NCA centers last year 
received more than 50.000 
inquiries related to problem 
drinking. Some were from 
alcoholics themselves; others 
came from members of their 
immediate 
families 
w h o 
sought help for thrir loved 
ones. 
NCA was founded 17 years 
ago by Mrs. Marty Mann, a re­ 
covered alcoholic and a career 
woman in the advertising and 
public relations fields. For the 
first few years, it was part of 
the Yale 
Center of Alcohol 
Studies, becoming a national, 
voluntary agency in 1949. 
“NCA is not a ‘dry’ or ‘wet’ 
organization.” 
according 
to 
Mrs. Mann. “ We are not inter­ 
ested in social drinking, but 
seek orlv to help those afflict­ 
ed with the disease of alcohol- 
ism.

Three adventurous young 
Marin men who set off for 
South America nearly five 
months ago to “see something 
different” are doing just that. 
The travelers, Douglas Sim- 
monds, 20, and Larry Kiewert, 
20, both of 130 Edison Avenue, 
Corte Madera, and Frank Cot­ 
ton, 19, of 24 Evergreen Drive, 
Kentfield, now are apparently 
traveling down the Amazon 
from Peru on their way to the 
Atlantic Coast. 
Their transportation is a 21- 
foot boat with side outriggers 
and a thatched roof. 
Douglas' parents. Mr and 
Mrs. L. W. Simmonds, received 
a letter from their son and a 
copy of his diary last week in­ 
dicating the boys were about 
to start their journey down the 
river.Here are excerpts from the 
letter and diary which cov­ 
ers their trip from Lima to 
Iquitos, Peru: 
March 15—Today we started 
on our trip to Brazil. We caught 
the train in Lima at 2:30 p.m. 
By 7 that night we were in Cer­ 
ro de Pasco (Peru). The weath­ 
er is almost freezing . . . The 
altitude here is very close to 
16,000 feet. Tomorrow we will 
try to catch a truck to Pucalpa 
(Peru).

There is a 
tarp stretched over the cargo 
and us. It’s really dirty and 
we’re bouncing from one end 
of the truck to the other. It 
rained all day. We saw many 
beautiful sights though. The 
road is closed now—so we’re 
stuck in this small village for 
a day or so. 
March 22—. . . 1 found 2.000 
soles of my money was stolen.

March 28— Well, we’re o ff. . . 
The river is really beautiful. 
There are many small Indian 
villages along the edge. 
The 
people have rings through their 
noses and long hair. They are 
called Cumas. This morning I 
caught a glance at a crocodile. 
I don’t think I’ll be doing much 
sw im m ing. . . 
This Is really an informal 
boat. The captain walks around 
in his pajamas all day. There 
was 
some 
monkey 
running 
around under the table this 
morning 
i t breakfast. 
They 
also just slaughtered another 
pig on deck this morning . . . 
This isn’t the Amazon we’re 
on. It’s the Ucayali 
It turns 
into the Amazon farther on. 
March 29—Well, we’re there 
»Iquitos). . . After they checked 
cur passports Larry and I talk­ 
ed to the captain. What a good 
man! He let us go for nothing 
We didn’t have to pay a cent 
for the six days we ate and 
slept on his boat. 
Larry went to talk to a cap­ 
tain who has a boat running 
from Iquitos to Brazil . . . to 
the Peruvian border. Larry and 
Frank were going to leave on it 
today. I was going to talk with 
the U.S. consul for money to 
go on or return to Lima. Wre 
were just saying "adiós" when 
this American walked by . . . 
He said he was having a dugout 
built. He was going to hire a 
guide and go down the Amazon 
to the Atlantic coast. It’s about 
a 2,400-mile trip by water. We 
all thought that sounded like 
quite a feat. So we wrent down 
and asked the price of a used 
dugout. 
For a pretty good one, about 
15 feet, the guy wanted about 
500 soles (about $22). I think 
maybe tomorrow w’e’ll buy it 


and join his little expedition 
down the Amazon . . . It’s a 
pretty big decision to make be­ 
cause it will take at least 2% 
months. 
March 30— We know for sure 
we’re going down the Amazon 
but what size craft is still un­ 
decided. 
We have a thought 
in mind about going up the 
Atlantic coast, in our craft, to 
Miami, Fla. 


April 1— We bought, a boat 
today. 
It’s about 21-22 feet 
long We paid 1,000 soles for it. 
That’s about $35. A little work 
on it, plus a thatched roof, will 
run about $B. 
We’re going to try to get out 
of here by Wednesday. We have 
to buy plenty of food and some 
•quipment Monday. 
From Doug’s letter: "W e’ve 
K«t this wild idea in our heads 
now', about going down the 
Amazon. It sounds real daring, 
doesn’t it? Actually the Ama­ 
zon is overrated in the U.S. 
When the word ‘Amazon’ is 
mentioned, 
you 
right 
away 
think of head hunters and fish 
eating your leg off when you 
stick your toe in the water. Ac­ 
tually the majority of that has 
moved inland from the river. 
The Amazon is a main source 
of travel. It’s actually a high­ 
way for these people. 
"We w'ant to take our boat 
down river because it’ll give us 
a real chance to see it slowly 
and cheaper. The way I see it, 
I may never get another chance 
to do something like this ever 
again. If I could borrow some 
money from you, I’d sure ap­ 
preciate it . . . I would like to 
have about $75-$ 100. 
"What a place for you to re­ 
tire, Dad! Say you got $200 a 
month. You could come down 
here and huy one of these float­ 
ing houses for about $50. They 
are pretty sharp too. Buy a 
small dugout for $10 to get 
hack and forth to shore.”
